5, A GREAT MAJORITY OE EDITORS (25 OUT OE 29) CRITICIZED

TION OP TALENT AND RESOURCES. TWELVE NOTED THAT INDIA 
MAY ENCOUNTER INCREASED DIPPICUL WORDS OF GENERAL
